This  report  as  in  previous  years  is  again 
curtailed  on  instructions  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Health* 

There  are  no  markedly  outstanding  features  to 
report  as  having  affected 'the  Public  Health  which  would  appear  to 
have  been  well  maintained*  The  public  health  services  for  which 
the  Local  Authorities  in  the  District  are  responsible  have  been 
provided  to  the  degree  which  the  exigencies  of  the  times  have 
permitted  and  it  may  at  least  bo  claimed  that  while  there  has  been 
a  reasonable  amount  of  routine  sanitary  work  emergencies  have 
always  been  immediately  dealt  with  and  regular  clinics  always 
maintained. 


I  am  happy  to  report  that  in  the  Hemel  Hempstead 
Rural  District,  largely  through  the  representations  of  the  Rural 
District  Council,  an  Infant  Welfare  Centre  was  opened  in  January 
by  the  Herts  County  Council  at  Ma  rkyate  and  arrangements  were  well  i 
in  hand  for  the  opening  of  an  Infant  Welfare  Centre  at  ^ipfrerff^oldMv* 
The  Markyate  Clinic  also 'serves  Flomstead  and  so  we  shall,  In  the  u 
Hemel  Hempstead  District,  soon  have  reached  the  position  where  all 
parishes,  r  n  a  a  n  n  a***^  are  provided  with  Infant

The  year  was  characterised  by  epidemics  of  Measles 
and  of  Influenza  and  by  a  marked  prevalence  of  Scarlet  Fever* 
Altogether  there  were  265  cases  of  measles  notified  and  there  was 
one  death*  An  outbreak  of  Influenza  which  occurred  towards  the 
end  of  the  year  was  of  a  moderately  severe  type;  ten  deaths  were 
attributed  to  influenza.  There  was  a  total  of  125  cases  of  scarlet 
fever  notified  in  the  District  as  compared  with  113  in  1942.  All  but 
five  case's  were  nursed  in  Isolation  Hospitals*  There  was  oeb  death* 
Oases  occurred  in  four  different  residential  institutions  for 
children  and  in  these  instances  attempts  were  made  to  limit  the ^ 
disease  by  swabbing  allcontacts  and  the  subsequent  care  of  carriers. 
This  involved  a  considerable  amount  of  detailed  work  and  I  would 
like  to  record  the  assistance  I  received  from  medical  practitioners 
and  from  Dr*  Stokes  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  Laboratory* 

An  outbreak  of  Sonne  Dysentery  occurred  at  a 
Day  Nursery  School;  all  children  and  staff  were  swabbed  through 
the  assistance  of  Dr*  Stokes.  Thirteen  carriers  were  found  in 
addition  to  the  thirty  cases  of  which  five  were  among  the  Staff. 

No  case  or  carrier  was  allowed  back  to  the  School  until  two  successive 
negative  swabs  had  been  obtained.  Altogether  about  100  swabs  were 
taken  by  me  in  the  process  of  eliminating  the  infection. 

I  think  that  immunisation  must  be  held  to^have 
contributed  materially  towards  the  freedom  from  Diphtheria  which 
continued  during  1943.  Only  five  cases  occurred  throughout  the 
whole  District;  three  of  these  cases  were  In  adults  the  other  two 
cases  were  in  a  family  which  travelled  into  the  District ^ with  the 
disease  already  developed;  both  children  affected  in  this  family 
were  under  school  ago  and  both  died,  as  did  also,  one  of  the  throe 
adults  affected.  There  has  been  no  case  of  diphtheria  among 
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elementary  school  children  in  the  whole  of  the  District  since  1941, 
It  is  very  roughly- estimated  that  67$  of  the' children  between 
1-5  yrs  of  age  and  75/£  of  the  children ‘between  5  *•  15  years  of 
age  have  been  Immunised  in  this  District,  a  large  proportion  having 
used  the  facilities  made  available  by  the  Local  Authorities, 

Tentative  arrangements  for  dealing  with  the 
possible  occurrence  of  typhus  fever  have  not  made  the  progress 
which  I  had  hoped  owing  to  the  Local  Authorities  in  the  District 
being  unable  to  come  to  the  hoped  for  agreement.  The  scheme 
which  1  had  proposed  for  the  housing  of  contacts  has  not 
materialised  and  I  am  not 'wholly  satisfied  with  the  substitute 
proposed  course  of  action.  The  two  metal  lined  vans  for  the 
conveyance  of  infected  bedding  and  persons  have  both  been 
obtained  and  are  meanwhile  proving  most  useful  in  the  transport 
of  infected  persons  and  bedding  resulting  from  other  conditions  - 
especially  scabies. 

Good  use  has  been  made  of  the  Cleansing  Station 
opened  In  1942  as  a  result  of  the  Scabies  Order  1941:  altogether 
251  cases  of  scabies  and  contacts  and  14  cases  of  uncleanliness 
have  received  treatment. 

This  report  contains  a  special  statement  from 
each  area  as  to  the  water  supply.  This  has  been  specially  required 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  should  prove  a  useful  contribution 
towards  a 'much  more  comprehensive  survey  of  housing  conditions 
generally,  a  survey  which  Is  becoming  urgently  necessary  as  without 
it  the  housing  problem  cannot  be  considered  or  dealt  with  in  any 
satisfactory  manner.  It  is  worth  whil e  recording  that  under  the 
Government  Emergency  Programme  -twelve  houses  for  agricultural 
workers  in  Hemel  Hempstead  Rural  District  .and  four  in  Berkhamsted 
Rural  District  were  in  course,  of  erection  and  expected  to  be 
completed  early  In  1944, 

Under  the  authority  of  .the  Ministry  of  Health 
circular  2734  Local  Authorities  in  this  District  .have  In  thr.ee 
instances  during  the  year  provided  supplies  of  insulin  to  persons 
suffering  from  diabetes  -  two  cases  occurring  in  the  Borough  and 
one  case  in  Berkhamsted  Urban-  District.

DISINFESTATION. 

By  the  acquisition  of  a  trained  operator  and  a 
specially  adapted  can  it  was  possible  to  extend  considerably  the 
disinfestation  service  and  to  bring  about  improvements  in  technique 
which  had  hitherto  been  impracticable.  Fumigation  largely  super¬ 
seded  the  use  of  a  liquid  insecticide  in  premises  heavily  infested 
wit^i  bed  bugs  and  the  results  obtained  amply  justified  the  increased 
amcymt  of  work  involved. 

Details  of  premises  dealt  with  are  set  out  below, 
in  addition  three  houses  affected  with  fleas  and  one  with  moths 
received  attention:-

pigs  slaughtered  on  special  licences  issued  by  the  Ministry  of 
Food. 

Close  observation  was  kept  upon  food  and 
food 'premises  during  the  year  and  815  visits  of  inspection  were 
made,  excluding  visits  to  cowsheds  and  dairies*  Details  of  these 
visits  will  be  found  on  previous  page.

The  standard  of  cleanliness  of  food  premises 
was  generally  satisfactory  and  is  deserving  of  special  acknowledge¬ 
ment,  particularly  when  are  "borne  in  mind  the  many  problems  which 
shopkeepers  encounter  today,  not  least  of  which  is  the  labour 
shortage# 

WATER. 

The  Borough  receives  a  constant  Waterwork 
supply  which  is  excellent  in  quality  and  which  is  sufficient  in 
supply  except  for  the  fact  that  in  one  or  two  small  areas 
inadequate  pressure  results  in  a  degree  of  intermittency  and 
insufficiency#  98%  of  the  houses  and  97*9$  of  the 

population  draw  virater  from  the  mains;  *5%  of  the  houses  (and 
•  6 %  of  the  population  draw  water  from  stand  pipes  and  1*5%  of  the 
houses  and  1*5%  of  the  population  draw  their  supply  from  wells.
